1—Specific Skills 

Of thosethree elements, specific 
skills, general intelligence, and so- 
cial responsibility, only the first 
is usually taken for granted by la-

For specific skills constitute that 
“know-how” so praised in Amer- 
ican song and story. 

A business agent, most of us feel 
offhand, must above all else have 
the specific skills needed to nego- 
tiate, to handle a strike if neces- 
sary, to adjust grievances, and so 
on. Similarly, a labor editor must 
have the specific skills needed to 
gather news, get out his paper, 
and keep out of libel suits.

2—General Intelligence 

Most of us never ask, however, 
if our labor leaders, editors, and 
staff workers have general intelli-, 
gence and a sense of social respon-| 
sibility. Many of us not only don’t, 
ask, but don’t care. 

General intelligence, though, is 
increasingly important in the con- 
duct of the labor movement. We 
must understand much more than| 
wages, hours, and working condi-| 
tions, or the particular skills of our} 
specific way of serving the labor) 
movement. 

We must not only have more! 
general intelligence, but those of; 
us who believe in trying to increase | 
it in ourselves and in the labor) 
membership in general must quit, 
being sensitive about being called 
longhairs, highbrows, or eggheads.!

3—Social Responsibility 

As for increasing our sense of) 
social responsibility, this is a mat-| 
ter, plainly, of life and death. If} 
the sense of social responsibility| 
doesn’t increase in all of us, men,} 
women, children, labor people, 
capitalists, government workers, 
then we're all going to go down to- 
gether in the atomic whirlpool. 

In view of all these considera- 
tions, the editor of East Bay Labor 
Journal looks forward to the ses- 
sions In Santa Barbara tomorrow 
and Sunday, looks forward to go- 
ing down there and getting edu- 
cated. 

And if, when he returns, he 
doesn’t possess more specific skills, 
general intelligence, and social re- 
sponsibility, it’ll be his fault, not 
that of the good labor and aca- 
demie people who have prepared 
this educational feast. 


Roofers 81 Get 
Health Plan OK 


Roofers Local 81 was informed 
last week that the Construction 
Industry Stabilization Commission 
has approved a joint union-employ-| 
ers request for a 7!4 cents an hour| 
health and welfare plan paid fo 
solely by the employers. 

The commission also ruled that! 
the plan should be retroactive to] 
August 1, 1952 and that payment 
of claims under the plan were not 
to go into effect until December 1 

According to Bill Phalanger, fi- 
nancial secretary-treasurer of Lo- 
eal 81, the commission ruling thus 
permits a four-month’s buildup 
of financial reserves in the plan's 
fund because the employers had al- 
veady been contributing into the 
fund which was being held in es- 
erow until the CISC had ruled. 

The employer group, which 
joined with the union in petition- 
ing the CISC, is the Associated 
Roofing Contractors of Bay Area 
Counties, Ine. 


Non-Oath UC Professors 
Invited to Come Back 


More than 20 University of Cali- 
fornia professors who were dis- 
missed in 1950 during the special 
loyalty oath controversy will be 
invited to rejoin the faculty or 
resign “honorably.” 

The university's Board of Re- 
gents adopted a resolution to that 
effect in an executive session last 


night, ending the long dispute over! 


the now-outlawed oath which had 
brought about the mass dismissal. 
Reinstatement reqtires that each 


of the returning members of the! 


faculty mu&t sign the Levering Act 
oath, one required of all state and 
local public employes. 

If they do not wish to sign it, 
they may resign “honorably” 
within the next 30 days and re-

month and in mid-October reached 
a low point for the year, according; 
to Max D. Kossoris, Director of the 
Western Region of the U. 8S. De- 
partment of Labor's Bureau of La- 
'bor Statistics. The latest decline 
amounted to 04 per cent and 
brought the Bureau's retail food 
price index for the city to 240.0 
1(1935-39—100), almost 342 per cent 
below the figure for the first 
month of the year. But food prices 
jwere still at high levels—about 2 
per cent higher than at the same 
time last year and more than 13, 
per cent above the mid-1950 (pre-| 
Korea) level.

Lower meat prices, including! 
poultry and fish, were the chief 
factors in the over-the-month de- 


cline. The group as a whole aver-| 
lower in price,| 
with declines ranging from 3.8 per 
cent price drop for lamb to a 0.8 
per cent decline in the prices of 
beef and veal. Chickens, the only, 
item in the group to show an in- 
jcrease were up slightly, but the 0.3 
lper cent rise provided only a 
jslight offset to the downward 
trend. Average meat prices have 
|been fluctuating all year, but the 
|price movements have been within 
jvery narrow limits; prices in mid- 
October were still only about 1! 
per cent below the all time high 
level reached at this time last year. 
Although meat prices have ad- 
jvanced less than some other food 
jgroups, they are still about 18's 
per cent higher than they were in 
imid-1950,

To a 
large extent lower prices for this 
group have been the result of) 
cheaper fresh fruits and produce,} 
which were more than 32 per cent 
lower in mid-October than in mid- 
April. But with the end of the} 
growing season for several impor-| 
tant food items already in sight 
it is not likely this trend will con- 
tinue for long. During 1951, for ex- 
ample, prices of fresh varieties rose 
more than 50 per cent during the 
last two months of the year, and 
while increases of this magnitude! 
are uncommon, prices rose by at 
least 20 per cent over the October

After Decem- 
ber 15 stores start offering special 
prices on toys and other gift items. 

The real headache is the continu- 


ing high price of food. The spread} 


between farm and retail prices is 
getting wider’ and wider. Farm 
prices for many commodities have 
dropped sharply this year, but 
there’s been only a slight decline 


in the prices you pay at the retail, 


counter. 


For example, Moody's Wholesale 
Commodity Price Index is down 20 
per cent from its February, 1951 
peak, but the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics has reported a drop of only 
one-fifth of one per cent in the 
consumer price index. There have 
been especially sharp price drops 
at the farm level on foods, but you 
barely can see the reduction in 
your own cost of feeding a family. 
The Dun & Bradstreet wholesale 
food price index is 16 per cent 
lower than it was in February 1951. 
But retail food prices have dropped 
only slightly and are still about 2% 
per cent higher than a year ago. 


MEAT PRICES TOO HIGH 

The worst discrepancy is on 
meats, which should be more rea- 
sonable at the butcher’s now as the 
result of recent sharp price reduc- 
tions on livestock. This Fall the 
price of cattle on the hoof has been 
running as much as 10 cents a 
pound less than last year at the 
livestock markets. But only a frac- 
tion of the price cut has reached 
consumers. The wholesale beef 
trade which turns the cattle into 
carcases pared its prices only three 
to six cents a pound, while the 
tags at the retail markets have 
been running only about two cents 
less than last year. 

Spokesmen for food processors 
and distributors have been blam- 
ing the widening spread between 
farm and retail prices on higher 
costs of doing business and on 
keen demand (the population has 
grown and the new people as well 
as the old ones all insist on eat- 
ing). 

One reason for the continued 
high price of beef despite heavy 
production and falling livestock 
prices is that wholesalers have put 
away a lot of it in storage. Storage 
stocks have been running about 
double the five-year average

Married Women 
Who Work Need 
Community Aid 


If married women, particularly 
mothers, are to continue to work 
outside their homes win increasing 
numbers, important adjustments 
will have to be made by industry, 
the community, and the family, 
according to a pamphlet published 
by the Public Affairs Committee, 
New York City. 

“Today, there are more and more 
women in the business and indus- 


trial world, and more and more 
are needed,” declared Dr. Lillian 
Gilbreth, internationally known 


management consultant. 
INDUSTRY RESPONSIBLE 

“Industry has the responsibility, 
not only of doing away with dis- 
crimination against women, but of 
affording them special privileges 
such as maternity leaves and part- 
time jobs—if women with home 
responsibilities are to give satis- 
factory service and lead satisfying 
lives,” she added. 

Pointing out that most women 
workers today are married and liv- 
ing with their husbands and that 
more than 40 per cent of all moth- 
ers with school-age children work. 
Mrs. Stella Applebaum, author of 
the pamphlet, stressed the need for 
better community services. 

“Whether or not a mother holds 
a job, her family needs good hous- 
ing, convenient laundry and shop- 
ping facilities, recreation, health, 
and welfare services,’ she said. 
“And if mother leaves home each 
day to work, she also needs com- 
fortable transportation and a 
shorter work day.”

For Jobless Pay Now 


WASHINGTON (LPA)—Unem- 
ployed veterans discharged since 
the start of the Korean War be- 
came eligible October 15 for fed- 
jeral unemployment benefits of $25 
a week for a maximum of 26
